EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,
CoLungia, 8.

Gentlemen of the Senate and Ilouse of]

Representatives:

In the inaugural address which I had
the honor to deliver before the gencral
assembly, I stated that, ‘‘owing to the
want of the information to be obtained!
from the reports of the various officers in
vharge of the several departments of the]
goyernment and the public institutions,”’
it would become mny duty at a subsequent
time to present to you some additional
information and recommendations con-
cerning several important interests of the
State.

In accordance with that announcenient,
and in the discharge of the duty imposed
upon the governor by the constitution,
“from time to time to give to the general
assembly information of the condition of
the State, and to recommend to their
consideration such measurcs as he shall
judge nccessnrf or cxpedient,” I call
attention to the serious puhiic incon-
venicnce resulting from the delay on the
part of the officers from whom annusl
reports are required in furnishing the
same, Iiven at this late ddy, nearly two
months and a half after the close of the
last fiscal year, and seven wecks after
the annual meeting of the gencral assem-
ly. I have barely been able to obtain ECV-
eral of the most important reports in time
to make a brief and iwperfect examina-
tion of their contents. My public duty
will, perhups, be discharged by calling
|vourattention to the great detriment there-
y occasioned to the publie service, Ifsuch
delays arise from causes beyond the con-
trol of our public officers, lfmu, if' possi-
ble, the general assembly should remove
those causes; but it they arise from other
causes, a remedy ought to bedevized and
applied.

STATE TREASURER'S REPORT.
The report of the state treasurer will, 1
think, be found to he a luminous and
eompi‘ete exhibit of the operations of that
department. The observations of the
state treasurer upon the several matters
discussed in his report will likewise de-
serve your careful consideration.
APPROPRIATIONS AND RECEIPTS.

CLAIMS OF THOMAS W. PRICE COMPANY.

The comptroller-general has called the
attention of the genecral asssmbly to the
character of the claims of the Thomas
W. Price Company, of Philadelphia, for
books and blanks furnished fur the use of'
county auditors and treasurers for receiv-
ing the returns and assessing and colleet-
ing the State and eounty taxes.

There 1s also an unpaid claim of the
same company on account of work done
for the superintendent of edueation, as
stated at page 24 of that officer's report
for 1873, amounting to $4,539.35, which
is equally meritorious.

The work of this company was superior
in quality, was done at the lowest prices,
aud under cireumstances which entitle the
company to our gratetul consideration. I
transmit herewith copies of the corre-
spondence relating to this matter, and I
trust that the genecral assembly will not
fail to give it prompt attention.

BONDS_OF COUNTY AUDITORS AND TREAS-

URERS.

I transmit with this message copies of
a circular letter issued by the comptroller-
general and approved gy the governor,

iGixing the amounts of the bonds of county

auditors, and also requiring all county
treasurers now in office to comply within
thirty days with the requirements of law
respecting their official bonds. The gov-

very little protection to our poliey-holders
in ease of disaster to the company.
u servious legal question whether
these deposit= can heso sequestrated from
the general assets of o company as to pre-
vent their beeoming a part ol the general
fitnd applieable to the payvment of all
ereditors in case of the insufficicucy of
other assets. The general effeet of ye-
quiring such deposits is to exclude the
best companies and ndmit the weakest,
except in cases where the sacrifice of with-
drawing from the State overbalances the
injury to the company by scattering its
funds in the manner required.

In tho tax act of 1868, in seetion 147,
nuthority was given to the state auditor,
with the approval of the governor, to ox-
tend the time for the pﬁrFurmancc of the
duties required of any officer by that nct.
Itis more than doubtful whether this
provision ever gave power to the gov-
ernor and state auditor to extend the
time for the collection of taxcs. Iowever
that may be, that scction was repealed
by the act of March &, 1871 (vol, 14, Stat-
utes at Largo, p. 622). No similar power
was again conferred on any officer uatil the

assage of the act of Iebruary 6, 1874,
acts of 1873-74, p. 533). The latter act
was expressly limited in its application to
the fiseal year commencing §ovcmber 1 £
1873, and its operation, of course, ceased
with that year,

The result is that the only power now

ossessed by any exccutive officer or of
ficers to extend the time for the collection
of taxes is conferred by scction 139 of
the act of March 19, 1874 (acts 187:3-74,
P- T78), which is in the following words:
"That whenever the general assembly
shall fail to make the aunual levy of taxes,
or the collection of the same may he in
any way delayed, it shall be the duty of
the cuu:ptroher—g{mcml to notify each
county treasurer that the penalty for non-
payment shall not attach until after the
expiration of sixty days from the date of
his public announcement of his readiness
to collect the said taxes."”

Under this section the governor has no
power to act, and the power
comptroller-general is limited to cases of!
clay in commencing the collection of
taxes at the regular time. 1 eall special
attention to this statement of the law in
order to relieve myself of the frequent and
urgent applications made to mie for my
action in postponing the collection of
taxes.

If any further legisluation on the subject
is needed, it will be the duty of the general
assembly to provide it.

THE LUNATIC ABYLUM,

The comptroller-general's report covers
that of the superintendent of the lunatic
asylom, This institution deserves the
genecrous support of the State. In many
respects its present condition is very satis-
ifactory. The buildings have been greatly
improved, and the domestic economy of
the institution and the professional treat-
ment of' the patients are belicved to be
worthy of high commendation.

It is, howevar, the financial condition of]
the ‘institution which will require most
serious attention. It appears that there
was a debt owing by the institution ol
$55,205.55 at the close of the Inst fieal
year, October 31, 1874, This debt results
trom the exees: ol expenditures over re-
ceipts fur several years pust.  From what-

STATE PENITENTIARY.
The comptroller-general’s report covers
also the renort of the superintendent od
the penitentinry. Here, again, tha fan-
ture of the report which will arrest most
atlention is t{‘e statement of the indebt-
eduoess of this institution. The superin-
tendent states that the aggregate indebt-
edness of the institution on the 215 day
of October, 1873, was $102,238.40. He
further states that the present indebted-
ness is $87,918.39, of which £12,380 has
arisen during that fiscal year. Another
statement is, that there is due to the
ards and employees of the institution
15,850.31. The appropriation for the
get;lf_el}%tmry for the last fiscal year was
21,5

These facts present a problem not easy
to solve. The remarks already made con-
cerning the financial condition of the
lunatic asylum are applicable here. The
levy of taxes for the present year will not
permit an increased appropriation. One
thing is evident, namely, that the expend-
itures of this institution must hereafter
be kept within the appropriations, It is
diflicult to see how, without direct viola-
tion of the law of March 17, 1874. already
referred to, an indebtedness of $12,380, in
excess of the appropriation, could have
been contracted during the lastfiscal year.

strongly urge that the immediate
attention of the general assembly bo di-
rected to the question of making the
labor of the penitentiary available for the
support in part of the institution. I call
attention to the remarks of the superin-
tendent on this point. If the labor of
the conviets can be utilized within the
walls of the penitentiary, this would bg the
wisest plan. Mechanical pursuits are con-
ducted in similar iustitutions elsewhere
with profit to the State. Such labor is
advantageous in many ways—as a means of]
discipline during the imprisonment of the
convicts; as a means of encouraging habits
of industry and the ability to earn an
honest living when they return to free-
dom; and as a means of reducing the pub-
lic burden of their support while in con-
finement. If there are no opportunities
for the utilization of this Isbor at present,
I think the plan of letting out the con-
victs for hire, which is adopted in many
other States, is worthy of immediate con
sideration. I am informed that such labor
inother States can be leased at a net daily
profit of at least twenty cents per day for
cach laborer.
